Mayor Moore will 
lobby for Calgary 
Health Region 


Calgary region 
would be better 
for hospital, says 
Mayor

Didsbury Mayor Dorothy 
Moore will meet with Health 
and Wellness Minister Gary 
Mar on Feb. 6 in an attempt to 
persuade him to move Didsbury 
into the Calgary Health Region. 

Moore, who will bring a pe¬ 
tition signed by area residents 
to the meeting, said the Dids¬ 
bury Hospital would have a 
brighter future if the town was 
in the Calgary region. 

"The reason I am doing this 
is because we worked so well 
with Calgary when we were 
our own district," said Moore - 
who says she has the unofficial 
support of the entire Council 
on the move. 

The Didsbury Hospital coor¬ 
dinated its services with 
Calgary hospitals. This proved 
to be especially effective when 
there was a traffic accident on 
the highway. Patients were sta¬ 
bilized in Didsbury before be¬ 
ing moved to Calgary. 

"When we were put into the 
Drumheller region we took a 
step backwards - in procedures 
and methods. We also had prob¬ 
lems with the previous admin¬ 
istration," said Moore pointing 
to the fight to keep the Dids¬ 
bury Hospital in late 1999 and 
early 2000. 

Now that we have been put 
in with Re^l Deer we don't 


know what our future is going 
to be. I am more prepared to 
go with Calgary. 

Moore also argues that 
Calgary doctors would love to 
use the Didsbury facility which 
is the first hospital in the high¬ 
way #2 corridor North of 
Calgary. She said Mar on a 
visit to Didsbury at the end of 
2002 said rural hospitals could 
be turned into specialized cen¬ 
tres. 

"I think the people of Dids¬ 
bury would welcome that," said 
Moore. 

Moore said the more the 
Didsbury Hospital is used the

more certain its future would 
be. She believes people in 
Northern Calgary would use 
the hospital more if it was in 
the Calgary region. 

It is unlikely the provincial 
government will change the 
boundaries at this time after 
they have been recently final¬ 
ized. She does hope that when 
changes are made down the 
road her message is still ring¬ 
ing loud. 

Moore said she is extremely 
disappointed at how quickly 
the decision was made to final¬ 
ize the boundaries and wishes 
input was sought sooner.

Health Authority 5 CEO Al 
Martin announced last week 
he would not be the new chief 
administrator of Health Au¬ 
thority No. 4 - the newly-ex¬ 
panded health region Dids¬ 
bury falls into. 

Martin said after transi¬ 
tion, expected to take place 
April 1, he will be out of a job 
for the first time in 31 years. 
John Vagelzang, the current 
CEO of the David Thompson 
Health Region will become 
interim CEO of Health Au¬ 
thority No. 4. 

Martin replaced CEO Jim 
Ramsbottom in the early parts 
of 2000. Ramsbottom retired 
shortly after a plan to close 
acute care in the Didsbury 


Hospital went awry. 

The hospital crises did lit¬ 
tle for the relationship be¬ 
tween the health authority 
and concerned Town of Dids¬ 
bury residents. 

But a change in attitude 
and dialogue did not go un¬ 
noticed by town officials dur¬ 
ing Martins two-year tenure 
in Didsbury following the 
hospital fight. 

"We tried to improve the re¬ 
lationship in this area and I 
think we did that," said Mar¬ 
tin. 

Those in attendance at the 
meeting were appreciative of 
those efforts. 

"Coming from Didsbury 
and seeing what the other 
CEO did or didn't do, we ap¬ 
preciate the relationship we 
had with you and your effort 
to deal with the area. I am 
sorry to see you are taking 
your good words with you," 
said Didsbury Town Council¬ 
lor Gary Dolha. "I would like 
to commend you for your 
work and wish you the very 
best in the future.”

Horse owners consider West Nile vaccinations 


Owners weighing 
risk against cost

With the expectation that the 
West Nile Virus may arrive in 
Alberta this summer, local 
horse owners are debating 
whether to vaccinate their 
horses. 

Horse owners are weighing 
the cost of vaccinating their 
animals against the potential 
risk of one of their animals con¬ 
tracting the virus this year. 

"We are going to pick and 
choose what horses are going 
to get the shot," said Sharon 
Barr, a Didsbury-area quarter 
horse owner who expects to pay 
$30 per shot. 

"We will be vaccinating our 
cutting horses and breeding 
stock." 

Barr said some of the older 
horses on the farm may not get 
the shot. 

West Nile Virus is a mos¬ 
quito-borne virus that can 
cause swelling of the brain, spi¬ 
nal cord and surrounding tis¬ 
sue in birds, horses and hu¬ 
mans. Clinical signs in a horse 
can be as small as listlessness 
or loss of appetite and as seri¬ 
ous as partial paralysis, fever 
or death. 

The death rate of a sick 
horse is 30 to 35 per cent. 

Vaccinated horses are given

two initial shots three to six 
weeks apart. About two to four 
weeks after the second shot, 
the horse is deemed to be pro¬ 
tected by the virus. Larger 
herds could mean a large vac¬ 
cination bill for owners. 

Kim Pross, who owns six 
quarter-horses, said she will 
vaccinate but may also do so 


selectively. Pross said she re¬ 
alizes that it is unlikely one of 
her horses would contract West 
Nile, but believes there is 
enough of a risk that she 
should make an effort to pro¬ 
tect at least some of her horses. 

"I believe it is going to end 
up here. Some people have been 
saying that our dry weather 


has halted it over the past few 
years. I think with a wet year 
we could see it." 

West Nile was first discov¬ 
ered on the North American 
continent in New York in 1999. 
It has spread further west every 
year and reached Saskatchewan 
last year with ten horses in the 
province being diagnosed. 


Dr. Laureen Hall, from 
Krebs and Co. Veterinary Serv¬ 
ices - a Didsbury business, said 
it is presumed to be in Alberta 
this summer. 

She said if people wait for a 
confirmed case in Alberta be¬ 
fore they vaccinate their 
horses, there will be a two- 
month window where the horse 
is not protected after the first 
vaccination. 

"It is going to be an indi¬ 
vidual choice," said Hall. "Pro¬ 
ducers are going to have to 
take into account their risk, the 
value and the number of their 
horses. 

“They, ultimately, will make 
that decision." Hall said birds 
are the primary hosts of West 
Nile and in most birds the vi¬ 
rus has little or no clinical af¬ 
fect. Members of the corvid fam¬ 
ily (magpies, crows ravens, 
jays) are susceptible to infec¬ 
tions that are often fatal. 

The virus spreads from birds 
to other animals through mos¬ 
quitos. Horses and humans are 
considered "dead-end" hosts 
meaning the virus can not be 
spread from one mammal to 
another. 

In addition to the vaccina¬ 
tion, other steps can be taken 
to protect horses, says Hall. 

"Other methods of protection 
include limiting a horse’s expo¬ 
sure to mosquitos, like elimi¬ 
nating nearby stagnant water 
sources or using repellents or 
blankets during peak mosquito 
times."

Olds/Didsbury/Three Hills 
MLA Richard Marz said he will 
do what he can to see that the 
new, expanded health board is 
represented by members elected 
by the public. 

Speaking at the Rosebud 
Health Foundation annual gen¬ 
eral meeting in Didsbury last 
week, Marz said he will have 
input as to who will serve on 
the board for Health Region No. 
4. 

"MLAs will have input in the 
choice of the new boards but 
they are going to revert to ap¬ 
pointed boards in the future," 
said Marz. 

“I have a problem with that 
and spoke against that and will 
continue to do so. 

"Who will I support as board 
members? Some worked very 


hard to be elected and I am go¬ 
ing to recognize that and will 
be supporting them." 

The new Central Alberta Re¬ 
gion includes Red Deer, 
Drumheller, Olds and Rocky 
Mountain House and serves 
over 400,000 people. Chairs 
have been appointed to the nine 
regions by Health and Wellness 
Minister Gary Mar but the re¬ 
mainder of the board members 
have yet to be decided. 

Marz said all of the MLAs 
that represent constituents in 
the new regions will have in¬ 
put into the process. In the end 
he hopes Didsbury. Olds and 
Three Hills have representa¬ 
tion on the boards. 

"I don't know what my col¬ 
leagues would like to do but I 
would like to make sure my 
area is adequately protected," 
he said. 

Marz said the board member 
numbers could range from 
seven to 15 and that the new 
boards will start their work on 
April 1. 

Marz said the appointed and 
elected board members of 
Health Authority 5 worked 
very well together in the past.

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Another pay raise for ML As 


Alberta MLAs may get their fourth raise in 
less than two years this February, if the federal 
government increases the maximum annual RSP 
contribution limit. If Ottawa raises the maxi¬ 
mum limit from $13,500 to $21,000 in its budget 
next month, Alberta MLAs will get an extra 
$3,750 per year, paid for by Alberta taxpayers. 

But how is it possible for a decision made in 
Ottawa to result in Alberta taxpayers paying 
more money to their provincial MLAs? 

In August of 2001 the PC, NDP and Liberal 
MLAs on the Members' Services Committee voted 
unanimously to start paying themselves an "RSP 
allowance" based on 50^ of the maximum al¬ 
lowable RSP contribution limit, which was then 
$13,500. Suddenly, without any public input or 
consultation, all 83 MLAs started receiving an 
extra $6,750 per year, paid for by Alberta tax¬ 
payers. 

'We don't have a pension plan," said the MLAs 
in 2001, as if every person has a God-given right 
to work for a generous employer who pays for a 
pension plan. But in fact most Albertans don't 
have a pension plan. Most Albertans, if they don't 
want to be entirely dependent on what the 
Canada Pension "Plan" might pay them some¬ 
day, must save up for their own pensions them¬ 
selves. 

In any case, it was the choice of MLAs in 1993 
to abolish their pension plan, even though tens 
of thousands of Albertans were only asking that 
the plan be scaled back to something reason¬ 
able. If MLAs really needed and deserved a pen¬ 
sion plan, why did Premier Klein get rid of it 
just prior to the 1993 provincial election? Why 
did Premier Klein abolish the MLA pension plan 
loudly and publicly in 1993 and then stay out of 


sight when an "RSP allowance" was quietly in¬ 
troduced in 2001? 

The Canadian Taxpayers Federation is not 
opposed to MLAs having a reasonable pension 
plan, or an "RSP allowance," or a pay increase. 
But MLA compensation must be the result of a 
fair, open and transparent process which allows 
for public input and consultation. 

This current policy of setting MLAs' "RSP 
allowance" at 50^ of the maximum annual con¬ 
tribution limit has the practical effect of ena¬ 
bling Liberal Finance Minister John Manley to 
increase (or decrease) the remuneration received 
by Alberta MLAs and paid for by Alberta tax¬ 
payers. Alberta's MLAs should not have del¬ 
egated this power to federal politicians 2,500 
miles away. 

Alberta taxpayers - including MLAs - would 
do better if Alberta followed the examples of B.C., 
Manitoba and Ontario. These provinces pay 
their politicians a straight salary, just like a 
salary earned by anyone else, without a tax-free 
allowance and without an "RSP allowance." 

However, as long as Alberta's MLAs insist on 
paying themselves a separate "RSP allowance," 
its amount should be determined in Alberta by 
Albertans, and not according to the whims of 
federal tax policy. 

The Members' Services Committee meets on 
Tuesday January 29. In the interest of trans¬ 
parency and accountability, the PC, NDP and 
Liberal MIAs on this committee will (hopefully) 
change the current policy. This will be their last 
chance to do 80 before the federal budget next 
month.

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War in Iraq is not the only way says Didsburian 


Dear Editor, 

Five years ago I visited Iraq 
as part of a Mennonite Cen¬ 
tral Committee delegation 
bringing food and medicines 
to people in need. We found 
ordinary Iraqi people to be 
warm, hospitable and gener¬ 
ous just like most people in 
Didsbury who are concerned 
for the well being of their 
families and community. 
Young people from Didsbury 
sent along care packages 
which were delivered to chil¬ 
dren suffering from leukemia 
in a Baghdad hospital. I vis¬ 
ited the bomb shelter where 
over 300 women and children 
were incinerated by a bomb, 
saw photos of some of the chil¬ 
dren who perished that fate¬ 
ful night in February 1991 
and talked to a mother whose 


children were killed that 
night. Like all parents who 
lose a child to the violence of 
others, this mother's loss re¬ 
minded me of the Biblical 
story of Herod's slaughter of 
children in Bethlehem - 
"Rachel weeping for her chil¬ 
dren and refusing to be com¬ 
forted because they are no 
more." 

We also passed a neigh¬ 
bourhood where bombs were 
mistakenly dropped and fam¬ 
ily members were killed. 

I learned that the leukemia 
rate among children had in¬ 
creased fivefold after the Gulf 
War and that the likely cause 
was the use of "depleted ura¬ 
nium" by coalition forces - a 
product of our own nuclear 
programs. Due to the United 
Nations sanctions, many of 


the necessities for water pu¬ 
rification, sanitation, and 
electricity generation were 
lacking. Farm tractors could 
not be repaired because the 
mechanical parts were consid¬ 
ered "dual use" and supposedly 
might have military applica¬ 
tion. Pencils could not be im¬ 
ported at one point because 
the graphite was also consid¬ 
ered "dual use." 

Others who have travelled 
to Iraq recently bring back 
similar stories. Dr. David 
Swann of Alberta recently vis¬ 
ited Baghdad and also re¬ 
ported on the tenuous infra¬ 
structure for clean water, 
sanitation and medical care. 
He warns that a war will be a 
catastrophe for the people of 
Iraq who barely survive now. 

While Saddam Hussein is a

hearing to give “Municipal input ”

This suggests our 
MPC should put attendance at 
the hearing as a high prior¬ 
ity.

This will be one of 
the first challenges to the new- 
Legislation (AOPA) where we 
believe the NRCB will be re¬ 
quired to deny an application 
because it does not meet “The 
Best Science”. AAA has re¬ 
quested that the NRCB grant 
a Variance to the act to allow 
them to build at less than 
minimum thickness for the 
feedlot floor and runoff 
catchbasin. If the MPC had 
put forward their own 
hydrogeologists view of this 
project, it would add greater 
weight to the argument 
against this requested Vari¬ 
ance. 

I commend councillor Dave 
Derksen for speaking to our 
concerns at the Jan 22 coun¬ 
cil meeting and his planned 
attendance at the hearing. 
Reeve Harvie, please tell me 
why the MPC should not at¬ 
tend this hearing as a whole? 
To other County residents, I 
suggest if you think it is im¬ 
portant for your councillor to 
attend, phone them and say 
so. Of course this is a public- 


hearing so anyone may come 
to observe, starting Wed. Feb. 
5 at 9:00 am at the Lone Pine 
Community Hall.

Bowden administrator disputes 
Didsbury’s utility comparison numbers

Town of Didsbury numbers that ranked 
Bowden as the most expensive place for a sen¬ 
ior to live are wrong, a Bowden Town employee 
stated last week. 

At Didsbury Town Council's Jan. 16 regu¬ 
lar meet a Municipal Utility Billing Compari¬ 
son was released which showed a Bowden sin¬ 
gle senior would pay $44.75 per month - the 
most in the surrounding area. 


Town Administrator Darryl Joyce said those 
numbers are incorrect. According to Joyce a 
single senior would pay just $30.31 per month 
for water, sewer and garbage collection charges. 

The comparison showed that Didsburians, 
for the most part, are paying slightly higher 
fees for water, sewer and garbage collection. 
With the changes to Bowden's numbers Dids¬ 
bury is the highest in the single senior category. 

Ten municipalities were included in the com¬ 
parison.

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Genetically modified food changing farming 


by Christy Dunning 

If you have recently eaten soy sauce 
in a Chinese restaurant, munched on 
popcorn in a movie theatre, indulged in 
a candy bar or simply cooked using 
canola oil - chances are you’ve ingested 
GM foods. 

Scientists today have the ability to cut 
out particular parts of an organism’s 
genes, make copies of that part and then 
put them back together, thus creating Ge¬ 
netically modified food. 

"We’ve discovered nature’s scissors, 
Xerox machine and scotch tape,” said Dr. 
Bob Church, guest speaker at this year’s 
Farm/City Night. This is not the crea¬ 
tion of a new organism but rather com¬ 
bining the best parts of several things 
into a better product. 

Agrivantage Chairman Les Brost 
doesn't see anything wrong with geneti¬ 
cally modified organisms (GMOs); how¬ 
ever, is concerned with the lack of rigor¬ 
ous long-term testing that is needed for 
any new product on the market. The new 
phenomenon of GMOs and their quick 
adoption into the food system leaves no 
chance for the testing of long-term effects. 
Perception that scientists are play¬ 
ing God 

Many people in today’s society believe 
that when scientists start manipulating 
organisms at a genetic level they are 
messing with things they should not. 

We live in a society that often puts the 
topic of genetic engineering into the con¬ 
text of cloning, an issue that is very sen¬ 
sitive at this point. Dr. Church argued 
that this emotional extreme is not the 
reality of the situation. 

Biotechnology has played a large role 
already in the production of all types of 
foods for human consumption. Animal 
production processes such as feed addi¬ 
tives, vaccines, growth promoters, ge¬ 
netic diagnosis, pedigree 

fingerprinting, designer bloodlines and 
designer feeds, have been in use for quite 
some time. 

By 1999 gene-modified ingredients ap¬ 
peared in nearly two-thirds of all proc¬ 
essed food in North America. 
“The general public doesn’t have any 
choice,” said Brost, commenting that the 
occurrence of transpecies manipulation 
has made the choice to go organic a hard 
one to follow. A consumer would be hard 
pressed to find any canola oil on the 
market that has not been manipulated 
in some way. 

In 2000 nearly 110 million acres of 
land around the world were planted with 
GMO crops, mostly consisting of soy 
beans, corn, cotton and canola. Exam¬ 
ples of some other GMO products are; 
sweet potatoes that are resistant to deci¬ 
mating viruses in Africa, rice with higher 
levels of iron and vitamins that will help 
chronic malnutrition in Asia and other 
parts of the world, and plants that are 
stronger and more able to survive 


weather extremes. A huge benefit to ar- mits of the items. 


eas like Alberta. 

In the future we can look forward to 
bananas that produce human vaccines 
against infectious diseases such as 
hepatitous B, fish that mature much 
faster, and fruit and nut trees that pro¬ 
duce yields much faster. These are just a 
few of the options that are coming avail¬ 
able to the science of farming. 

In the year 2000, only four countries 
controlled 99 per cent of the worlds ge¬ 
netically modified crops: United States 
with 68 per cent, Argentina with 23 per 
cent, Canada with seven per cent and 
China with one percent. 

Genetically modified crop growth is 
expected to plateau in industrialized 
countries, but is increasing dramatically 
in developing countries. 

Feeding a growing population Dr. 
Church spoke in favour of the growing 
GMO industry as a vital part of agricul¬ 
ture now and in the future. He argued 
that only through the use of 
biothechnologies can safe, sustainable 
and cheap food continue to feed the grow¬ 
ing population of the planet. 

Today 5.7 billion people are fed on the 
same amount of land that fed only 3 bil¬ 
lion in the 1960s. 

Besides this growing demand for food, 
producers face many other new chal¬ 
lenges. Environmental issues are among 
the greatest of these, with new laws and 
regulations directing farmers how and 
where they can grow and maintain their 
crops. Animal welfare is also a new issue 
that ranchers must deal with, ensuring 
the proper care and humane treatment 
of their stock. 

As the gap between producer and con¬ 
sumer grows the consistency, quality and 
safety of products is increasingly trou¬ 
blesome. 

“It used to be that a farmer would hear 
about it if they sold food that was of poor 
quality,” said Church. Without any con¬ 
tact between producers and consumers 
many farmers are quashing their respon¬ 
sibilities, leaving quality control in the 
hands of grocery stores and distributors. 
Regulating a new age of food pro¬ 
duction 

A “novel food” is one that has not pre¬ 
viously been used as food, whose produc¬ 
tion process has not previously been 
used, or the product has been genetically 
manipulated in some way. Novel crops 
are produced in labs and 
studied under complete environmental 
isolation in growth chambers or green¬ 
houses. 

Novel foods are regulated by Health 
Canada to ensure their safety before they 
are introduced in to the Canadian food 
system. Safety assessments are con¬ 
ducted to show that the food is safe and 
nutritious for humans. 

The Canadian Food Inspection Agency 
(CFIA) regulates products by assessing 
the potential risk of detrimental environ¬ 
mental effects and regulates import per-

Regulatory failures anger neighbours of feed lot 


About 12 mi. east of Dids- 
bury in the Lone Pine area is 
the confined feeding operation 
(CFO) of the AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany Ltd. (AAA). Feedlot li¬ 
censing and compliance issues 
passed from the local MD to the 
Province's Natural Resources 
Conservation Board (NRCB) 
effective Jan. 1, 2002. 

In December, 1997 an appli¬ 
cation was made to the MD for 
a permit to feed 2500 head of 
cattle followed in February, 
1998 by an application to Al¬ 
berta Environment for a water 
license which was granted in 
the amount of 39,000 gal per 
day, more than twice the re¬ 
quirement for 2500 head. 

In the early spring of 1998 
site preparation began, followed 
shortly by the construction of 
pens and facilities. Cattle soon 
followed. 

In August, 1999 the MD 
wrote to AAA noting the cattle 
on site and drawing attention 
to the additional information 
still required for the develop¬ 
ment permit. By then 20 
months had passed, AAA had 
operated for a year and a half, 
and there still was no permit. 

What is the point of hav¬ 
ing by-laws and (theoreti¬ 
cally) enforcement? 

Spring 2000 saw additional 
pens constructed. A councilor 
visited the site, talked to AAA

principals and drew the situa¬ 
tion to the attention of the de¬ 
velopment officer. Pens were in 
place for 6500 head and cattle 
numbers were increasing. 

On December 19, 2000 a per¬ 
mit was finally issued for 2500 
head. 

Why did it take three 
years to issue this permit 
and why was the operation 
allowed to operate without 
a permit? 

It seems the residents, in 
general, were poorly served by 
their elected representatives. At 
the same time the immediate 
neighbours were becoming 
alarmed by what appeared to be 
continued substantial expan¬ 
sion of the feedlot facilities. 

In October 2001 AAA applied 


for water exploration to add 95 
000 gal per day to the existing 
permit. Neighbours advised 
MD that cattle numbers ex¬ 
ceeded permit, MD requested 
reduction in cattle or new per¬ 
mit application. Inventory was 
5600 head. 

NRCB took over licensing 
responsibility Jan 2002 MD 
heaved a sigh of relief, they were 
ofT the hook! 

Concurrently AAA applied 
for a permit for 18,200 head. 
NRCB declined to process the 
application because of non-com- 
pliant status with county per¬ 
mit. 

In March the NRCB issued 
an enforcement order to reduce 
cattle numbers to 2500 head by 
Aug. 31 after which a new ap¬ 
plication could be considered. 

April 1 inventory of 4464 
head was determined by NRCB. 

Meantime the neighbours in 
the area were thoroughly 
aroused. They met in April to 
formally organize the Commit¬ 
tee for Lone Pine (CLP), its 
purpose being to monitor the 
environmental dangers of the 
large feedlot and the compli¬ 
ance issue (or lack thereof) with 
the NRCB. Thousands of cat¬ 
tle produce substantial 
amounts of manure that must 
be spread on agricultural land 
and incorporated into the soil. 
When pens are cleaned and 


manure spread there will cer¬ 
tainly be an odour factor. There 
is risk of groundwater pollu¬ 
tion and after 4 years of ex¬ 
treme drought, nobody knows 
what effect the withdrawal of 
huge amounts of water from 
the local aquifer will have on 
other wells. 

Dated July 17, 2002 the MD 
reported to the NRCB concern¬ 
ing the application for 18 200 
head citing the following: 

1. A new catchment pond will 
be required, 

2. An additional water li¬ 
cense will be necessary, 

3. Community issues are 
unresolved, 

4. Considering present cir¬ 
cumstances an application for 
9100 head would be more ap¬ 
propriate, giving a chance for 
the various concerns to be re¬ 
solved and an opportunity for 
the operator to demonstrate 
compliance. From April to Au¬ 
gust the cattle inventory ran 
between 4000 and 4400 head. 
On Aug. 26, 2002 AAA re¬ 
quested a 60 day extension to 
the NRCB enforcement order, 
which was promptly granted. 
What is an NRCB enforcement 
order worth? Especially with an 
operator who has a history of 
not months, but years of non- 
compliance. 

When the Province took 
over the responsibility of licens¬ 


ing CFO's, it gave as a main 
reason the fact that MD's were 
slipshod in their licensing and 
enforcement policies. Do we see 
much change? 

On Nov. 1, the NRCB Ap¬ 
proval Officer denied approval 
for the expansion of the feedlot 
and AAA immediately applied 
for a further stay of the earlier 
enforcement order. The NRCB 
held a hearing in Didsbury on 
Nov. 27 - 28 and decided to hold 
in abeyance its enforcement of 
the March 21, 2002 order to 
reduce to 2500 the cattle on the 
lot. A further meeting is to be 
held Feb. 5, 2003. Whose inter¬ 
ests have the Municipal Plan¬ 
ning Commission and the Natu¬ 
ral Resources Conservation 
Board been serving? We still 
have a feed lot operation that 
has never been in full compli¬ 
ance with its permit since it 
began operation 5 years ago. We 
still have a growing potential 
for groundwater pollution, 
odour nuisance, overdrafting of 
aquifer ability, and eventual 
degradation of soil quality due 
to over application of manure. 

But worst of all we do not 
have a regulatory and en¬ 
forcement system that 
works.

RESPONSIBLE GARDENING 

Good soil a first step in obtaining beautiful gardens

As I sit here trying to will the cold and snow into 
submission, it's somewhat difficult to focus on gar¬ 
dening. I can barely visualize the lushness of green 
grass so I'm finding it difficult to imagine mowing and 
planting. But I also know that eventually the winter 
will relent and give way to spring and we will happily 
dig and plant and mulch again. While I had originally 
thought to write this second article about lawn care, 

I realized that there is one constant and very impor¬ 
tant element that all gardening requires, and is es¬ 
sentially the starting point for great plant health - 
good quality soil. 

Now I know you are all probably thinking "Just 
get on with the gardening techniques”. Attaining and 
maintaining a high level of soil quality is, in fact, a 
gardening technique that is of the utmost importance. 
If we want to have healthy plant material that can be 
maintained with a reduced pesticide-use regime then 
we have to ensure that the soil is healthy enough to 
support the plants we want to grow. 

As I'm sure everyone already knows, our environ¬ 
ment is made up of many different ecosystems. One of 
these ecosystems is the soil, which is constantly chang¬ 
ing. Soil is made up of silt, clay, sand, fungi, bacteria, 
animals and a variety of decaying organic matter. Soil 
is a living community that requires cold and heat, air, 
sun and water in order to sustain the life that it holds. 
There are literally thousands of organisms that live 
beneath our feet and they are important in growing 
and sustaining beautiful, healthy lawns and gardens. 

There are 3 elements of soil, which we need to pay 
attention to - structure, texture and tilth. Three dif¬ 
ferent particle types these being clay, silt and sand - 
define soil texture. Clay particles are the smallest of 
the 3 and stick together tremendously well. Because 
of this characteristic, clay doesn't drain well and the 
particles stick tightly together. Silt particles are larger 
than those of clay. It doesn't hold together well, and 
while it doesn't drain quickly, it does drain faster than 
clay. Sand is easy to work, has the largest particles of 
the 3 and barely holds together. It drains very easily 


and frequently requires the addition of nutrients, water 
and decomposed organic matter (humus). Most soils 
are a combination of these three textures in various 
proportions. The best soil for plant growth is loam, 
which contains these 3 textures in close to equal pro¬ 
portions. In addition to soil texture, we also need to 
pay attention to soil structure and tilth. Tilth is the 
workability of the soil. If a soil is easily worked then 
it has good tilth. Structure is the soil particles' ability 
to hold together and is considered good if it has a 
crumbly quality. 

Now that we have good soil texture, tilth and struc¬ 
ture we need to ensure that the soil holds enough 
nutrients to feed the plants we want to grow. These 
are found in varying amounts in all soils and are sup¬ 
plied by mineral substances. They provide food and 
energy to all plant tissues. While chemical fertilizers 
do add nutrients, they do not improve soil quality and 
we need to make sure that both of these things are 
being accomplished. Water, the most essential plant 
nutrient, and air provide the soil and plants with car¬ 
bon, hydrogen and oxygen. There are a variety of 
nutrients that are essential for plant growth, flower¬ 
ing and fruiting which are supplied by organic matter 
within the soil. These nutrients - nitrogen, phospho¬ 
rus, potassium, calcium, magnesium, sulfur, iron, 
boron, manganese, zinc, molybdenum, copper and 
chlorine - can be maintained at levels that keep your 
plants thriving by adding compost, well-rotted manure, 
green manure, bone meal, dolomitic lime, blood meal 
and wood ashes to your garden soil and lawns. 

Now that you have this knowledge, what do you 
do with it? Well the first thing to do is know your soil 
and understand that it's your job to maintain the soil 
in its best condition as well as replace the nutrients 
that have been used up by your plants. If there isn't 
enough organic matter - about 5 to 10“T - then you 
need to add compost, well-rotted manure, green ma¬ 
nure or a combination. This should be done every year 
because the nutrients are depleted each year by the 
plants you grow. Also, make sure your soil drains well. 
In other words, if after a rainfall or watering there 
are puddles that don't seem to drain, you probably

need to add organic matter and sand to improve drain¬ 
age. Don't overdo it with the sand though. Remember 
that soil should stay damp just below the surface about 
1 to 2 inches and the sand content shouldn't exceed 
an amount equal to that of the clay and silt. It would 
also be useful to know the pH level of your soil. Most 
plants prefer a soil pH of about 6.0 - 7.5. There are 
kits available to test the pH in your soil if you think 
there might be a problem. Low pH (acidic) can be ad¬ 
justed by adding elemental sulfur. High pH (alkaline) 
can be adjusted by adding limestone. This adjustment 
won't occur the moment you amend the soil but over 
time it will alter the pH level. The addition of organic 
matter also plays a part in pH reduction. 

By performing these few simple tasks your soil 
should become a healthy and nutritious environment 
for all your plant life. Of course, it's important to re¬ 
member that some plants have very specific require¬ 
ments - azaleas, for instance, like acidic soils but for 
most plants the aforementioned tasks should do the 
trick. If you would like more information about soil, 
or almost anything to do with gardening for that 
matter, check out a great website that I found while 
writing this article. It is an American site, so some of 
the plants listed may not do so well here, but there is 
an absolute wealth of information to be explored. The 
site is called Garden Gate and you can find it at 
www.gardenaotemagazine.com . It's free and very easy 
to navigate. If you don't have the internet at home 
you can get online at the Didsbury Library. 

The next Responsible Gardening article will be in 2 
weeks and I will be covering the topic of starting a 
lawn. So if you have just moved into a new house, or 
maybe want to install a lawn where one doesn't pres¬ 
ently exist, I'll hopefully be able to help you out. Until 
then enjoy planning your gardens and above all else, 
stay warm!

QUESTION: My husband died two years ago, leaving 
me and our two children behind. I have met a wonderful 
man — also a widower with two kids — and we plan to 
marry. Where should we start to build our new family? 
And could you identify the issues that are likely to be 
most difficult for us? 

DR. DOBSON: I would strongly suggest that you get 
some outside help as you bring your two families together. 
It is extremely difficult to do that on your own, and for 
some people, it is impossible. If you can afford professional 
counseling from a marriage, family and child counselor 
who has dealt with blended families, it would be wise to 
get that assistance. A pastor also might be able to guide 
you, although there are some tough relationship issues 
to be handled by a professional who has “been there” be¬ 
fore. One of your kids is likely to see your future husband 
as a usurper. 

When a mother or father dies or when a divorce oc¬ 
curs, one child often moves into the power vacuum left by 
the departing parent. That youngster becomes the surro¬ 
gate spouse. I’m not referring to sexual matters. Rather, 
that boy or girl becomes more mature than his or her 
years and relates to the remaining parent more as a peer. 
The status that comes with that supportive role is very 
seductive, and he or she is usually unwilling to give it up. 
The stepfather becomes a threat to that child. Much work 
must be done to bring them together. The kids’ loyalty to 
the memory of their dad is another issue that requires 
sensitive handling. 

In their eyes, to welcome the newcomer with open arms 
would be an act of betrayal. That’s certainly understand¬ 
able and something that must be worked through with 
your children. 

I would say the greatest problem you will face, how¬ 
ever, is the way you and your husband will feel about 
your kids. Each of you is irrationally committed to your 
own; and you’re merely acquainted with the others. When 
fights and insults occur between the two sets of children, 
you will be tempted to be partial to those you brought 
into the world, and your husband will probably favor his 
own flesh and blood. The natural tendency is to let the 
blended family dissolve into armed camps — us against 
them. If the kids sense any tension between you and your 
husband over their clashes, they will exploit and exagger¬ 
ate it to gain power over the other children, etc. I have 
painted a worst-case scenario in order to prepare you for 
what could occur. Now let me encourage you. Many of 
these problems can be anticipated and lessened. Others 
can be avoided altogether. It is possible to blend families 
successfully and millions have done it. But the task is 
difficult, and you will need some help in pulling it off. 

QUESTION: I am 21 and also still at home. I am very 
comfortable there, and I plan to stay with my parents for 
a long time. Why not? Tell me why you think it is unwise 
to go on living where it is cheaper and easier than getting 
out on your own. 

DR. DOBSON: There are individual situations when 
it makes sense to live with your parents for a longer time, 
and maybe yours is one of them. I would caution you, 
however, not to overstay your welcome. That would not 
be in your best interests or those of your folks. Remain¬ 
ing too long under the parents’ roof is not unlike an un¬ 
born baby who refuses to leave the womb. He has every 
reason to stay awhile. 

It is warm and cozy there. All his needs are met in that 
stress-free environment. He doesn’t have to work or study 
or discipline himself. But it would be crazy to stay beyond 
the nine months intended. He can’t grow and learn with¬ 
out leaving the security of that place. His development 
will be arrested until he enters the cold world and takes a 
few whacks on his behind. It is to everyone’s advantage, 
and especially to the welfare of his mother, that he slide 
on down the birth canal and get on with life. So it is in 
young adulthood. Until you cut the umbilical cord and 
begin providing for yourself, you will remain in a state of 
arrested development. Remaining at home with Mom and 
Dad is the perpetuation of childhood. It may be time to 
put it behind you.

Carstairs product 
breaks 23-year- 
old record

Carstairs resident, Mark 
Bomersback, is the most pro¬ 
lific scorer in the Alberta Jun¬ 
ior Hockey League. 

The Canmore Eagles captain 
shattered a twenty-three year 
old record of 337 points by scor¬ 
ing one goal and adding three 
assists in a game against the 
Olds Grizzlys played on Friday 
Jan. 31 at the Canmore Recrea¬ 
tion Centre before 1,200 
screaming fans. 

Heading into the game, 
Bomersback shared the AJHL 
regular season scoring lead of 
373 points with Marty 
Achtymichuk, a former player 
with the Fort Saskatchewan 
Traders. 

In 251 games in the AJHL 
Bomersback now has 377 
points on 134 goals and 243 
assists. 

Since joining the Eagles 
three years ago, Bomersback 
has become known as a com¬ 
plete player paying particular 
attention at both ends of the 
rink. In his rookie year, he fin¬ 
ished sixth in league scoring 
with 104 points. Last year, 
he finished second in scoring 
with 107 points. He has been 
named a league all-star in all 
three seasons and placed sec¬ 
ond in balloting for the AJHL 
Most Valuable Player last sea- 
! son. 


This year he is the current 
scoring leader with 97 points 
on 39 goals and 58 assists in 
55 games. 

Always known as a team 
player, it was rather fitting the 
record breaking point came on 
an assist. With the Eagles on 
the power play, Bomersback 
worked the puck into the 
Grizzlys’ zone, drifted to the left 
and made a neat drop pass to 
Kyle Parkes, who dented the 
twine behind Grizzlys’ 
netminder Jordan Ramstead. 

As soon as the red light 
blinked, the entire Eagles’ 
bench came onto the ice to con¬ 
gratulate him. 

The game was delayed for 
about twenty minutes as the 
fans gave him a standing ova¬ 
tion and presentations were 
made at centre ice to commemo¬ 
rate the history making point. 
Bomersback was presented 
with a plaque, an AJHL watch 
and league apparel by AJHL 
president Kim Marsh, of Red 
Deer. Also, the Eagles and the 
Town of Canmore presented 
him with gifts. 

After the game, Bomersback 
spoke to the media about his 
achievement. He praised the 
Eagles’ organization, his team 
mates and Head Coach, Bob 
Miller. 

Although there was pressure 
to break the record, 
Bomersback indicated he kept 
it at the back of his mind. His 
foremost attention was on the 
game at hand trying to get a 
victory for the Eagles. 

“I am relieved the record has 
finally been broken,” 
Bomersback told the media. 


“In the past three years, I 
have played with exceptional 
players who have helped me 
establish this record and they 
deserve credit for it too,” he 
added. 

In previous interviews, 
Miller has indicated 


Bomersback has been a leader 
on and off the ice and has al¬ 
ways played for the betterment 
of the team rather than indi¬ 
vidual awards. 

Bomersback played most of 
his minor hockey in Carstairs 
starting in Tykes, moving up

to Atom and then played two 
years with the Carstairs Pee 
Wee AA Bruins. After playing 
for the Carstairs Bantam AA 
Bruins of the South 
Central AA Hockey League, 
the talented forward played two 
seasons with the Foothills 
Midget AAA Bisons, based in 
Strathmore, of the Alberta 
Major Midget Hockey League, 
where he was among the top 
ten in scoring both seasons. 

While toiling on the ice at 
the Carstairs Arena, he played 
hockey with three former 
Grizzlys, Colen Pappas, Blake 
Van Hereweghe and Spencer 
Van Hereweghe. He was 
coached by former Grizzlys’ 
Head Coach, Gary Van 
Hereweghe, winner of the 2000/ 
2001 AJHL Coach of the Year. 
After leaving the 

Grizzlys, Van Hereweghe 
guided the Camrose Kodiaks to 
the Royal Bank Cup, 
emblamatic of Junior A su¬ 
premacy in Canada. 

With 10 games left in current 
season play, Bomersback will 
no doubt add to his record. 


Grizzlys starting to 


slumber right before playoffs

With just 10 games left in 
the current AJHL season, the 
Olds Grizzlys are searching 
for a win. 

In action last week, the 
Grizzlys lost three games and 
picked up a point for an over 
time loss. Against the Calgary 
Royals, the Grizzlys lost a 
pair of games; 8-3 at the Fa¬ 
ther David Bauer Arena in 
Calgary on Monday Jan.27 
and 6-4 at the Olds Sportsplex 
on Wednesday Jan.29. 

Over the weekend, the 
Grizzlys were defeated 5-4 by 
the Canmore Eagles in dou¬ 
ble over time at the Canmore 
Recreation Centre. Returning 
home on Saturday Feb.l to 
the Sportsplex, the Grizzlys 
were shellacked 10-3 by 
the Grande Prairie Storm. 

The single point picked up 
by the Grizzlys against the 


Eagles kept them in third 
place in the Rogers AT&T 
Wireless south division 
standings with 65 points two 
ahead of the Calgary Royals 
and nine points back of the 
Eagles for second place. With 
a pair of wins the Camrose 
Kodiaks have moved back 
into first place in the division 
with 75 points, a mere point 
ahead of the Eagles. 

In Calgary, the Royals held 
a 4-3 lead heading into the 
third period. With a quick 
goal early in the final Stanza 
by Nathan Fornataro, the 
Royals took the momentum 
and never let the Grizzlys 
back in the game. Greg 
Westlake paced the Royals of¬ 
fensively with a pair of goals 
with singletons being 
added by Jeremey Raulston, 
Blaine Larsen, Curtis Kisio, 
Mike Lakeland and Matt 
Williams-Kovacs. 


For the Grizzlys, TJ 
Pettersson, Tyler Grover and 
Landis Stankievech blinked 
the red light behind Matt 
Allen, who turned aside 20 
shots. Between the pipes for 
the Grizzlys, Jordan 
Ramstead managed to block 
21 shots. 

On Wednesday evening, 
Jan.29, the flow of the game 
was fairly even as both teams 
had periods where they con¬ 
trolled the game and put pres¬ 
sure on the opposing team. A 
fast paced wide open game, 
the Grizzlys held a one goal 
lead three times but let the 
Royals back into the encoun¬ 
ter. 

The first period was domi¬ 
nated by the netminders as 
Matt Allen and Jordan 
Ramstead turned aside every 
shot they faced and the teams 
headed into the dressing room 
scoreless. 


When the buzzer sounded 
at the end of the second pe¬ 
riod, the teams were even at 
three goals apiece as Paul 
Bradley notched a natural 
hat trick for the Grizzlys. 
Replying for the Royals were 
Curtis Kisio, Matt 
Landsbridge and Matt 
Williams-Kovacs. 

After Tyler Hilbert gave
